The successful development, of 
new uses for any product entails 
much painstaking work. The om- 
ployment of rubber on British rail- 
ways to-day may be taken as a 
It is the. result 
of the combined experience of rail- 
way engineers and the | rubber 
manufacturers. 

' Phe use of rubber in the rolling 
stock of British and foreign rail- 
ways:has increased during thir 
century .to such an extent as to 
form a substantial outlet for the 
product of the .plantation. 

A review of British railway 
practice reveals that many entire- 
ly satisfactory applications of rub- 
ber are not generally adopted and 
that some railway companics use 
about twice as much rubber -per 
coach as others. This indicates 
that full advantage'is not being 
taken of the proven merits of rub- 
ber, apart altogether from the de- 
velopment and introduction of new 
applications. 

Specific Applications. 

Owing to the wide difference of 
practice between one, British rail- 
road and another it is instructive 
to analyze present rubber usage on 
standard passenger’ coaches. and 
examine the principal points of ap- 
plication. By way of explanation, 
It Ia pointed out that the wolghts 
given for rubber parts in the fol- 
lowing ‘remarks, refer to the stan- 
dard coach pf'the London, Midland
